D EBATE OPENS TODAY in Ottawa on proposals 
designed to bring about sweeping changes in ex¬ 
isting OmmnnB procedures a n d parliamentary rules. 

Though the report which was submitted Friday 
by a special all-party committee appears to have the 
unqualified support of the government as it stands, 
opposition parties have announced their grave 
exception to two of its recommendations, one of which 
was described by Opposition Leader Robert Stanfield 
as “truly horrendous, wooie than closure.” 

The provision opposition parties dislike and 
distrust is one which would allow the government to 
set a timetable for legislation in advance, if an 'aft- 
party procedural committee foiled to reach agree¬ 
ment. Ureter it, the committee would meet to decide on 
tiw allocation, but in event of disagreement the gov¬ 
ernment House leader would have the right to lay 
down tise law subject to a parliamentary vote. 

Under present rules, the go v ernment would have 
to reseat to the rarely-used closure rale to aid a 
legislative debate. 

NDP parliamentary rules expert Stanley Knowles 
said tint the new proposal would make the 
government House leader, Donald Macdonald, virtually 
H dictator over Parliament” 

Speaking not wily for the Conservatives but for 
til other oppos iti on parties in the House, Mr. Stanfield 
stated that the proposed change would leave the 
opposition in Parliament unnecessarily weakened in 
Its ability to resist the arbitrary exercise of 
government power and render them incapable of 
protecting the interests of the people against abuse by 
a majority government. 

*TWs proposal," be said, “goes for beyond file 
present rule of closure. It permits wholesale closure in 
advance of debate in the Commons and in advance of 
any opportunity for opinion to form and be expressed 
by file Canadian public.” 

It would mean, he continued, that the government 
can “at its own pleasure” dictate in advance that any 
number of items of government legislation must be 
passed within a given time. 

The second item which disturbs the opposition is 
the plan to abolish the committee on ways and means 
which is the whole Commons, sitting in committee, 
debating and discussing spending estimates in detalL 
Hie advantage of the present system is that it 
allows MPs to address themselves to important areas 
of government expenditures and question ministers in 
the House. 

Mr. Stanfield feels that this committee should be 
retained especially now “at a time when government 
spending is of crucial importance in the understanding 
and discussion of public issues.” 

Apart from these objections the opposition party 
leaders have indicated their general approval of the 
recommendations. It would thus be in the interest of 
the nation if the governm ent would decide in favor of 
having the proposals passed in the House item by item 
Instead of — as it has threatened — insisting on 
treating the matter as an aft or nothing “package 
deal" 

In this way the Trudeau government could be 
assured that the majority of the report’s suggestions 
would he accepted by all parties. However, should the 
Liberal regime decide against this course, it runs a 
very real danger of being labelled fo rever as 
dictatorial.

Black Sea Gesture 


nrfffi PASSAGE OF THE DARDANELLES and the 
A Bosphorus by two United States destroyers and 
their entry into the Black Sea for a five-day cruise 
should not be considered a provocation by the Soviet 
Union, although undoubtedly there will be some who 
see it in this light 

The presence of American ships in the B la ck 
Sea may be an irritation to the Kremlin and even an 
embarrassment to the government at Ankara. For 
these reasons, then, the United States’ decision for this 
uninvited visit might be questioned. 


There are two likely explanations: first, that the 
Washington government feels it necessary to demon¬ 
strate free passage is guaranteed under the terms of 
the Montreaux Convention (July 20, 1936) and, 
secondly, that control of the narrow waters rests with 
Ttokey. 

It is true that under the terms of the Convention 
passage of war vessels of other than Black Sea powers 
is restricted. For example, in peacetime, no more than 
nine light surface vessels to a maximum of 15,000 tons 
aggregate are permitted in transit. And no more than 
30,000 tons aggregate erf non-Black Sea powers' 
warships may enter the land locked waters beyond the 
Bosphorus—and then for a period limited to three 


There is therefore no valid argument that any 
breach erf treaty has occurred. 

It may be that the United States’ entry into the 
piyk Sea at this time is in the nature of a response to 
the Soviet naval buOd-up in the Mediterranean. It is 
perhaps a reminder that the key to the passage of the 
Bosphorus, the Sea of Marmara and the Dardanelles Is 
in the hands of TXzrkey, a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty alliance, and that in certain circum¬ 
stances the Soviet Mediterranean fleet could find Itself 
deprived of much of its freedom of movement 

Turkey may not particularly relish the situation, 
tor it will be recalled in Ankara that the Soviet Union 
only reluctantly gave up its cl ai m for joint control of 
the Turkish seaway in 1953. 

It might easily be revived. 

Albania’s reported offer of a coastal military base 
to China—improbable though its acceptance may 
seem—cannot be anything rise than disturbing to the 
Soviet 

With so many tensions in the Middle East and 
Middle Europe it is most unwise at this time to add 
un necess a rily to the distracting problems of the 
nations concerned. The United States' destroyers have 
made their gesture in the Black Sea. There is nothing 
to keep them there._
